Expected To Aid Deer Of U.P. 


Mead Corp.’* new Escanaba 
pulp mill wood needs are ex­ 
pected to have the greatest sin­ 
gle impact by industry upon 
deer hunting in the Upper Pen­ 
insula in the history of the 
sport. 
On the eve of the annual hunt 
which starts Saturday in Mich­ 
igan, a forester of the Mead 
Corp. and a game biologist of 
the Michigan Department of 
Natural R sources sketched the 
meaning 
of 
Mead expansion 
plans at Escanaba in terms of 
future influence upon the forest 
and upon wildlife. 
Mead has announced that its 
pulping wood needs from Upper 
Peninsula forests — state, fed­ 
eral, private and industrial — 
will go from the present 35,000 
cords a year to a least 365,000 
cords with construction of the 
new kraft pulp mill at its Es­ 
canaba Paper Co. Pulishing Pa­ 
pers Center. Construction start 
is planned next year. 
Wildlife Benefits 
The planned enlargement of 
the Upper Peninsula wood m ar­ 
ket will make possible wide­ 
spread timber harvest that will 
greatly favor wildlife, say the 
commentators. It will also bring 
large economic benefits, says 
Robert Schmeling, land mana­ 
ger of Mead’s 370,000 acres of 
woodlands in the Upper Penin­ 
sula, since it will provide woods 
■work for several hundred men. 
“The best thing that could 
happen to our deer herd is to 


have an assured timber har­ 
vest,” said Joseph Vogt of Es­ 
canaba, district game biologist 
of the Department of Natural 
Resources. “And whenever we 
manipulate the habitat to favor 
the deer, we also benefit the 
ruffed grouse, snowshoe hares, 
woodcock and black bears. “The 
increased wood harvest also will 
increase the number of hails 
and roads. 
Vogt said the increased wood

Dust Control 


In the past six months or so, the Escanaba 
area has lieen embroiled in controversy over 
air pollution. The Delta County Citizens Com­ 
mittee to Save Our Air was formed, there has 
been national newspaper and television publicity, 
local meetings. The Michigan Air Pollution Con­ 
trol Commission, the state body charged with 
the enforcement of state air pollution control 
statutes, even came to Escanaba for a meeting 
last month. And, of course, the County Board of 
Supervisors has before it an ordinance drafted 
by the Save Our Air group which, if adopted, 
would provide local rules on top of the state 
standards. 
There isn’t much question that The Mead 
Corp. by announcing plans to construct a kraft 
process pulp mill at its Escanaba publishing 
papers center along the Escanaba River trig­ 
gered the local concern. Pulp mills using the 
same process in other areas have contributed 
odor problems to the population. 
But the pulp mill, while it may have been at 
the root of the problem, is not row the only con­ 
een!. The Chicago & North Western Railway 
Co. ore terminal in Escanaba was cited by the 
Save Our Air group and others to the Air Pollu­ 
tion Control Commission and it might logically 
be expected that other industries in the area 
who are contributing to the total air pollution 
problem will be placed on notice. 


*

* 
Basically, two situations are involved—the 
case of the expanding industry (Mead Corp., 
for example) which expects an air pollution pos­ 
sibility and incorporates financing and design 
for controls into its planning and the case of a 
polluting industry (C&NW, for example) which 
has a problem and must take steps to abate it. 
And, from a layman’s point of view, the 
first approach appears to be infinitely better 
than the second, both from an industry stand­ 
point and for the public, which wouldn’t be sub­ 
jected to discomfort if controls were installed 
in the first place. 
In almost any process which is a source of 
air pollution — whether it be smoke, odor or 
dust — institution of controls after the process 
is operational has to be monumentally more 
difficult and costly than incorporating controls 
in the initial design. Certainly, the installation 
of control equipment would be easier at the time 
of construction than 
later when 
equipment 
probably would need expensive modifications. 
This is what is disturbing about the ore 
terminal, which started operation earlier this 
year and is a new’ facility. 
Two conclusions are possible: I, that Chi­ 
cago & North Western Railroad Co. officials 
were aware that the terminal would generate a 
dust problem and because of the expense in­ 
volved or the design modifications necessary to 
include controls elected not to have them in­ 
stalled, or 2, that C&NW officials did not be­ 
lieve there would be a dust of the magnitude 
currently being generated and considered special 
controls unnecessary.

From the standpoint of the public — and 
the City Council of Escanaba which assisted 
through municipal bonding in the financing of 
the project — it can only be hoped that the sec­ 
ond conclusion is correct. 
A member of the Michigan Dept, of Public 
Health w’ho was in Escanaba with the Air Pollu­ 
tion Control Commission said the C&NW w’as 
not issued a permit to construct the facility as 
Mead Corp. now’ will need for its pulp mill, be­ 
cause, perhaps, the planning for the terminal 
predated state standards or, perhaps, no prob­ 
lem was indicated. 
But if the railroad knew’ of the problem, or 
certainly the possibility of a problem, before the 
terminal was constructed and failed to inform 
the people of Escanaba, the City Council and the 
State of Michigan 
before the 
terminal w’as 
started then it is guilty of a fraud on the com­ 
munity, w’hich apparently was unsuspecting of 
the dust. And, if the City Council knew’ of the 
likelihood, or even possibility, of a dust problem 
before it approved financing for the project 
then it also was guilty of violating public trust 
when it agreed to the financing plan. 
What is done, how’ever, is done. 
The terminal is built and is operating and 
whether or not the dust problem w’as anticipated 
or unexpected no longer matters. 
Railroad officials have indicated they are 
concerned about the problem and are working 
on a solution. They should receive every coopera­ 
tion — and impetus if needed — from the City 
Council, Board of Supervisors and State of Mich­ 
igan to resolve the situation as quickly as possi­ 
ble.

Intermediate Officials 
Oppose Own Cutback

Gov. William Milliken’s Com­ 
mission on Educational Reform 
has suggested changes in the 
state's 
educational 
establish­ 
ment 
including 
doing 
away 
with the intermediate 
school 
districts and it is apt to be a 
lively issue as the Upper Pen­ 
insula examines the proposals. 
The U. P. insists that it is 
a special 
case 
and 
deserves 
special treatment and Lansing 
agrees but infers that it needs 
some guidance, that the U. P. 
lacks strong citizen leadership 
in educational matters and is 
likely to follow the leadership 
of its school establishment. 
The school establishment (the 
professional educators) are apt 
to be for continuing the inter­ 
mediate school districts in the 
Upper Peninsula. 
There are seven intermediate 
school districts in the Upper 
Peninsula. Their 
leader's 
are 
organized in the U. P. Interme­ 
diate School District Superin­ 
tendents 
Association 
and 
in 
October it went on record iii 
favor of continuing the pres­ 
ent 
concept 
of 
intermediate 
school districts, with possible 
enlargement in scope or duties 
in same areas. 
Six or Seven? 
The 
superintendents 
also 
spoke for six intermediate dis­ 
tricts in the 
U. 
P., 
or 
the 
equivalent 
one 
district 
with 
six satellite organizations do­ 
ing the same things that Hie 
intermediate districts are doing 
now. 
(Menominee is at present the 
only one-county 
intermediate 
district in the U. P., and the 
superintendents see it hooking 
onto the 
neighboring 
Delta- 
Schoolcraft, or Dickinson-Iron 
Intermediate Districts as a na­ 
tural evolution.) 
The intermediate school dis­ 
tricts evolved out of Michigan’s 
changing structure 
of 
school 
districting. They are the direct 
heir of the old county school 
commissioner, or county school 
superintendent’s 
office, which 
served the little local school 
districts without a superinten­ 
dent 
and 
which 
had 
some 
countywide duties 
like 
con­ 
ducting the school census. 
Duties Shriveled 
With school district consoli­ 
dation, the county school sup­ 
erintendent’s duties 
shriveled 
to a point where he suffered 
the Upper Peninsula’s reported 
chronic problem of underem­ 
ployment. He 
conducted 
the 
school student headcount and 
tried to appear busy. 
And then the Legislature in 
1960 created the intermediate 
school districts and redefined 
the 
duties 
of 
the 
expiring 
county school superintendents 
end put them (in most cases) 
into districts embracing sever­ 
al counties. 
In the Upper Peninsula the 
Intermediate 
districts created 
by this process were: Eastern 
U. P. consisting of Chippewa, 
Mackinac and Luce counties; 
Delta-Schooleraft; 
M arquette- 
Alger; Iron-Dickinson; Copper 
Country, consisting of Baraga, 
H o u g h t o n 
and Keweenaw 
counties, Gogebic - Ontonagon, 
and Menominee. 
Millage Voted 
The greatest way in which 
the U. P.’s intermediate dis­ 
tricts supplement its 75 local 
school districts is in special 
education. Every U. P. inter­ 
mediate 
district 
has 
special 
voted millage but this is the 
smaller part 
of 
its 
income, 
which comes mostly not from 


the district property tax, but 
from state and federal funds, 
mostly devoted to this major 
interest of 
special 
education, 
which means 
special 
aid to 
school children who are eith­ 
er physically or mentally han­ 
dicapped. 
The local school districts are 
eligible for the aids adminis­ 
tered by the intermediate dis­ 
trict, says Supt. Walter J. Mc- 
Clintock of the Delta-School­ 
craft Intermediate District, and 
in most instances the interm e­ 
diate district 
cooperates with 
the local districts which pre­ 
sent the programs and does not 
sponsor them itself. 
Handicapped Programs 
The physically or 
mentally 
handicapped child has always 
been a concern of all school 
districts, 
but 
practically 
not 
much was done for them in 
9ome districts. They were the 
exceptions, the 
troubled, the 
handicapped, and the schools 
were often 
hard-put 
to 
in­ 
struct those 
without 
handi­ 
caps. 
The handicapped were 
not large in numbers, compar­ 
ed with the “normal” students, 
so it was difficult to organize 
special 
treatment 
for 
them. 
This could be done best by 
larger 
organization 
which 
gathered more of them togeth­ 
er for the special education 
designed to help them. 
This situation helped enlarge 
the activities of the interme­ 
diate districts. 
And there was also the state 
and 
national 
trend 
toward 
larger school district organiza­ 
tion which favored the growth 
of the intermediate 
districts. 
They seemed to 
inherit 
the 
state’s special blessing as its 
agencies for the 
adm inistra­ 
tion of state programs. 
Districts Flourished 
They 
flourished. 
H a g I e 
Quarnstrom, 
the 
last 
Delta 
County school superintendent, 
had a modest 
establishment. 
The Delta - Scholcraft Interm e­ 
diate District now headed by 
McClintock has blossomed. Its 
1968-69 general fund 
budget 
was $25,248 (of which $13,748 
was from local property taxes) 
and for 1969-70 it is $41,615. 
The special education budget 
for 1969-70 sets up spending 
of $251,575 and projects a bal­ 
ance of $75,000. 
It has a staff of 13 profes­ 
sionals, plus clerical workers. 
Included are the 
superinten­ 
dent, a director of special edu­ 
cation, and a coordinator, ther­ 
apist and teacher counselor in 
speech and hearing; two con­ 
sultants, and two teachers of 
the trainable in mental retard­ 
ation; a psychologist and three 
social workers in pupil person­ 
nel services. 
Serve 900 Students 
There is no comparable staff­ 
ing in the IO local districts in 
the two counties (IO in Delta) 
of 
the 
Intermediate 
District 
which has 13,000 students in 
public and private schools. Of 
this number 
900 
are 
being 
served in the special education 
program this year (physically 
handicapped, 
retarded, speech 
deficiencies, deaf and hard of 
hearing, 
blind 
and 
partially 
seeing, diagnosis of psychologi­ 
cal maladjustments, etc.) 
and 
the total number of students 
estimated to need special edu­ 
cation totals 1,400, 
The means for special educa­ 
tion in Del ta - Schoolcraft have 
never been as large nor has the 
program to meet these needs. 
But after its statewide sur­ 
vey of Michigan’s educational 
establishment 
the 
Governor’s 


Commission on Education Re­ 
form 
stated: 
“Intermediate 
school districts evolved from the 
old county boards cf 
tion. At one time they served 
a useful purpose 
a nu «. .. . , 
within present limitations and 
under great 
handicaps, 
have 
tried effectively to respond to 
current educational needs. 
No Future Role? 
“Too confined to take advan­ 
tage 
of 
many 
advances 
in 
modem technology, which re­ 
quire 
large 
populations 
to 
achieve economies of scale, the 
intermediate districts, in most 
cases, are a largely ineffective 
part of 
our educational struc­ 
ture. 
“Lacking well-defined goals, 
adequate 
financing, 
or 
vital 
administration, most interme­ 
diate districts play no impor­ 
tant 
role 
in 
educating 
our 
children. The future holds no 
meaningful place for them in 
their present form.” 
Mrs. Katherine G. Heideman, 
superintendent of the Copper 
Country Intermediate 
School 
District, replied for the U. P 
superintendents: 
“The 
Upper 
Peninsula should 
be 
divided 
into six intermediate districts, 
not one (as proposed by the 
Educational 
Reform Commis­ 
sion.) One district for the U. P. 
is unworkable, unrealistic, ac­ 
tually 
unbelievable . . . . It 
would cause a deterioration of 
education for our children in 
the U. P. 
83-Member Board? 
“The regional board of edu­ 
cation as outlined for the U. P. 
would be composed of 83 per­ 
sons. Even after reorganization 
(and elimination of K-8 school 
districts) the number of per­ 
sons (representing local boards) 
would still be approximately 
38. How 
can 
such a board 
function? 
“Many of the programs out­ 
lined for the region are already 
being carried out in the U. P. 
—special education, adult edu­ 
cation, community schools, in- 
service workshops. 
“Transportation could not be 
administered 
effectively from 
one office in the U. P. The 
miles school buses drive in the 
U. P. throughout one year are 
staggeringly in the millions. 
“What you are doing in the 
U. P. regional plan is setting 
up a costly bureaucracy that 
we don’t need and that won’t 
work. 
“House Bill 3141 which re­ 
duces the number of interme­ 
diate districts in the state from 
60 to 30-35 has been approved 
unanimously by the Interm e­ 
diate Superintendents Associa­ 
tion. It is enough of an ad­ 
justm ent to make at this time. 
Under this plan the U. P. could 
have six districts . . . . Educa­ 
tion on the intermediate level 
does not deserve the unkind 
words written about interm e­ 
diate districts. Perhaps there 
should be separate 
guidelines 
for the Upper Peninsula and 
the Lower Peninsula.”

Those who will risk life and 
limb for these twice-a-week 45- 
minute sessions begin gathering 
in the gym up to 15 minutes be­ 
fore the session starts. Most of 
us stand silently, perhaps pray­ 
ing inwardly that we can make 
it through the coming torture 
session. Others stand in small 
groups, talking quietly. 
Then comes our instructor-- 
young, 
athletic, 
well-built, 
a 
perpetual 
smile 
highlighting 
pearly 
white 
teeth. 
And 
he 
starts to run, and run. and run, 
smiling and joking all the way 
| and never working up a sweat, 
j which absolutely disgusts me. 
Now 
the 
exercises 
begin, 
wave after wave of jumping 
jacks, 
pushups, 
situps, 
squat 
thrusts, isometrics, jogging. The 
heart pounds, the breath comes 
in gasps and my perpetual ques­ 
tion 
is, “Why can’t I become 
thin overnight?” 
Some 45 minutes after the ses­ 
sion starts, it comes to a merci­ 
ful halt. I’m exhausted, gasping 
for breath, soaking with sweat, 
and what’s left of my hair is 
going in every imaginable direc­ 
tion. 
I sit on the floor and catch my 
breath and say to myself that in 
just a few days, I’U do it again. 
Then I say I should get a mental 
examination if I do it again. 
Then I think of my wife and ra­ 
tionalize the 45-minute sessions 
are easier than facing her ire. 
And, as I’m sitting there, a 
quivering mass of exhausted hu­ 
manity, every muscle scream­ 
ing in torture, my instructor 
starts to get a volley ball game 
under wray. 
Volley ball after 45 minutes of 
this stuff? Good grief, man. you 
must be crazy. There’s a ball 
game on television and if I hur­ 
ry, I can shower, dress, drive 
ihome and collapse in front of 
the screen, with a tall, iced 
(diet) drink in my hand. 
T hat’s living. 
But 
that 45-minute 
session 
isn’t. 


One of tile major reasons for 
the friction, ironically, is the 
growing financial w-ell being of 
Americans, who once bought to 
satisy need-? but who now have 
the funds with which to oe 
choosey. They are discretionary 
spenders. 
This affluence is directly tied 
to the output of America’s enor­ 
mous 
production 
machinery, 
which puls so many complex 
products on the m arket that it 
has become almost impossible 
to choose either wisely or easi­ 
ly- 
In the typical large supermar­ 
ket, for example, there are 8.000 
items 
of 
varying 
sizes 
and 
shapes to choose from. And this 
number already has been nar­ 
rowed from a total of 40.000 
items available from the ware­ 
house. 
Products Varied 
These products also are con­ 
stantly being varied, presuma­ 
bly improved. New items be­ 
come 
complex; 
recent 
pur­ 
chases become ok! fashioned. 
By the time a buyer familiar­ 
izes himself with a product, the 
formula is changed. 
Many stores have improved 
their customer complaint de­ 
partments. And factories have 
improved their quality control 
rn some instances. But still the 
. imitation exists. 
In an effort to provide much 
more information about prod­ 
ucts, some stores are experi­ 
menting this Christmas selling 
season with large printed tags 
that anticipate questions. If suc- 
! cessful. it still will be only part 
of the answer. 
Business Learns Hell 
B u s i n e s s 
has, 
however, 
learned well the formula for 
moving products. The market­ 
ing and advertising of goods has 
become very sophisticated, with 
subtle 
psychology 
wedded 
to 
hard selling 
Perhaps as a re­ 
sult, some consumers have the 
feeling of being manipulated. 
A perusal of corporate speech­ 
es suggests that maybe business 
was late in recognizing the con­ 
sumer movement for what it 
was, not simply the griping of 
some cynical people but the re­ 
sult of more basic frustrations 
in a rich, complex, material and 
impersonal age. 
Attitude Changes 
Some corporate speeches of 
the early 1960s give the impres­ 
sion that the authors suspected 
something 
un-American 
was 
afoot. In more recent addresses 
the attitude is expressed that, 
for America’s good, the problem 
must be corrected. 
The answer, as any business­ 
man will concede, is elusive and 
j mysterious. It seems to lie in 
netter human relations, but of­ 
ten the attempts to correct the 
situation result only in a still 
more impersonal machinery. 
Meanwhile, in the apparent 
absence of effective methods for 
correcting the problems or han­ 
dling the complaints, the Ameri­ 
can consumer made wealthy but 
angered by a free market sends 
his demands to Washington for 
more regulation.

Pornographic 


Movies Rapped 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
film industry’s self-imposed rat­ 
ing system has resulted in a 
rash of pornographic movies, 
says the president of the 75- 
theater Walter Reade Organiza­ 
tion. 
“Thd<s pornography has not 
gone 
begging,” 
said 
Walter 
Reade Jr. “Exhibitors all over 
the country, hiding behind the 
implied shield of the X rating 
have renounced their personal 
responsibility for the films they 
choose and play.” 
Reade told the National As­ 
sociation of Theater Owners’ 
board of directors Sundny that 
the year-bid code is a fa Dure. 
He said newsoapers and radio 
and television stations have im­ 
posed a form of advertising and 
editorial censorship based on 
the rating cf a film. 
“Newspapers 
all 
over 
the 
country—San 
Diego, 
Reno, 
Oklahoma City, Phoenix, Indi­ 
anapolis, Miami, in several Illi­ 
nois towns, to name a few— 
have decided that X-rated films 
can no longer be advertised on 
their pages. In some cases they 
have also refused any editorial 
space to these film®. 
“Now in the past we’ve run 
into cases where specific ads or 
titles 
were 
unacceptable 
but 
never before this blanket black­ 
ball and never before has the 
ban been extended to cover the 
news columns as well as the ad­ 
vertising space. 
“This, I suggest, is the direct 
result of the code and rating 
system that was to save us from 
censorship,” Reade said. 
“It 
should also be noted that this 
ban . . . is practiced by a grow­ 
ing number of TV and radio sta­ 
tions across the country.” 
The X rating means young­ 
sters—the age limit varies from 
16 to 18 depending on the com­ 
munity—are not to be admitted 
to see a film. 
But, said Reade, “we all know 
how few youngsters get turned 
away from X pictures. We ail 
know how many times the X has 
been used to add to, rather than 
to restrict the potential audi­ 
ence. 
“This Is not a proud position 
for wa exhibitors to enjoy, con­ 
sidering toe many years of serv­ 
ice to our communities and the 
good will we have sought to es­ 
tablish,” he said.

Electric Cars 
For Short Range 
PHOENIX, 
Arn. 
(AP) 
— 
Electric vehicles being devel­ 
oped in Jtfpan are not expected 
to be comparable to those pow­ 
ered by gasoline in the near fu­ 
ture, a Japanese expert said to­ 
day. 
Research there Is aimed 
at 
developing more powerful bat­ 
teries, Mitsui Imagaki, research 
chief of the Chubu Electric Pow­ 
er Co., Tokyo, said in a paper 
for the first international Elec­ 
tric Vehicle Symposium. 
As a result, he said. Japanese 
companies are building elec­ 
tronic vehicles for such special­ 
ized fields as short-range deliv­ 
ery cars, mini-buses and second 
cars for urban families. 
Inagaki’s paper was present­ 
ed on the closing day of the first 
international gathering of ex­ 
perts in the field of electric pro­ 
pulsion. 
Japan had a spurt in electric- 
car 
construction 
immediately 
after World War II because of a 
shortage of gasoline, Inagaki 
said. 
However, with 
gasoline 
more 
plentiful, 
the 
number 
began to decrease in 1951, and 
they 
disappeared 
from 
the 
streets by 1954. 
Now the number is on the rise 
again, he said, because of the 
ail* pollution caused by gasoline 
engines 
and 
improvements 
in electric motors, batteries and 
con trolllers.

states are not prepared for it. 
The law covers about 16.000 
plants packing 15 per cent of the 
nation's m eat. 
Packers dealing in more than 
one state are already subject to 
federal inspection. The 1967 act 
requires states to set up stand­ 
ards for plants operating entire­ 
ly within their boundaries, and 
the regulations have to be at 
least as tough as those govern­ 
ing their interstate competitors. 
Under the law. however, a state 
making progress toward m eet­ 
ing the standards can be given 
an extra year to complete the 
program . 
Agriculture D epartm ent offi­ 
cials 
have 
said 
for 
several 
months that they expect very 
few states to be making even 
satisfactory initial progress by I 
Dec. 15, therefore allowing the 
departm ent to move into the 
states with federal inspectors. 
To date, no state has been certi­ 
fied as having m et the require­ 
ments. 
Consumer protection crusader 
Ralph Nader has criticized the 
departm ent 
for 
dragging 
its 
heels on pushing for compliance 1 
and called the departm ent ‘ far 
more solicitous of packer pro­ 
tection than consum er protec- \ 
bon.” 
Nader said last July that Ag­ 
riculture 
Departm ent 
sources 
told him that no state will be 
able to m eet the deadline, “ or, 
for that m atter, a December 
1970 deadline.”
